@A Brilllant and Crotesque AfMair—
Queer Characters, Costumes,
and Cancelts—The Moeting of
Extremes—The Btudy of Fa-
Ielal Physiognomy—A “Pro-
cession of the Fools''—
Music, Mirth, and Mas-
querading.

A little nonsonse now and then, says thn poet,
& relished by the wisest men—and women. Toe
truth of the old couplet was never more manifest
than at tue Grand Bal Masque of the Menner
chor Musieal Society, at the Academy of Music
Jast evening. The Mwnnerchor 14 ane of our
oldest, wost oelebrated, and succassful of
Ameticon simging gocleties, nnd o most worthy
and respectoble ovgenizacion, It has got into the
pood iashion of giving these masked balls
every your; and they havazlways been notable
for the gpirit of real enjeyment characterizing
thom—for the love of harmless gocial wmose-
ments is an essentinl element in the German
eomposition. German recrestions are never
selfish or exelusive, They embrace the eatire
family, evern to the toddling fufant, and the
young folks of ten or twelve ha ve a3 big n shure
in the bal maepue a3 the more consequential
grown people.

In every respect, perhups, the ball of lnst
evening far eclipsed its predecessors, Thorve
wur more variety of costumes and characters,
and the gport of merry-making was more earnest
and sustained than is usunlly the cwe, Pirst,
there was some ground and loity tumbiing by a
lot of clowns who walked around the fioor upon
their hands until thewr faces were as red as
beets, and their wrists becume painfully sore.
Then the curtuin rolied up and the singer: ap-
peared upon the stage in the celébrated far
scene from Martha, The chorus was no donbt
well rendered, to jndge from the physieal exer
tions of the foremost chorfters, but the yvocal
harmonies a1l went for naught, being completely
drowned by the blatant orchestra, !

By-the-way there were two orchestras in ss
tendanee 3 io addition to the one on the right of
the stage, embulmed sn a bower of pinea, Huss
ler's orchestra being stationed on the left of the
balcony, whenee it discoursed oporatic gems
from Dinoral, and so lorih, S0 ler a9 the deco-
rations of the house wsvent. they were quite
pretty.  Festoons of red, white, and blue fabrie,
clasped by mininture masks, adorned the front
of the balcony, The stage was arranged 1n neat
curtains, and altogether was “fair to behold.™
The floor mannteers wore white satin budges,
surmounied with small masks, that grioned with
exuberant jollity,

The night was hardly auspicious for an entor-
tainment of the kind, or indeed for any publie
entertainment, The weather was unplessantly
cold, end the spow disagreeably deep, DBut the
Academy was o full that had the attendance
been much larger there would have been an
inconvenient jam, and the princely svits would
have suffered. The floor was erowded with the
dancers and promenaders fvom halt-past nine
o'clock vutll alter two; and the purguet cirele,
balcony, and family cirele were llled with the
epectators, who must have enjoved thewselves
as much as the nclual participants in che revel,

T'o give the bull inposing eolal, one or twonew
features were introduced. The programme of
the dances was prnted on illuminuled card-bonrd
fans, with one of which ench lady was preseated.
The iden was bl ernamental and useful, for
dancine en masgue is deeldedly warm work, and
even the shaogy polar bears fanned themselves
a8 persistemly as the “Dundreary” exguisiles.
Another novelty was the check system,

Buch gentlemen, as he passed out from the
ball-room, presented his hand, and had & check
imprinted on the palm, with Ink. The plan was
found o work admirably—so admirably, in.
deed, that several of our gentlemen friends, who
were unnble otherwise to gain admission 1o the
parquet circle, moistened their palms, shouk
hands warmly with ascquaintances who had
"]uai come out,” and thus obtained the veces

sary lmprint.

Among other txcellent music of the eveniong
wie 2 “Galep,” composed expressly for the
Gocasvion by Adolph Birgfeld. Iws prillisncy
was & theme of genersl remark, and its execu-
tion by the orchestra was eapital.

The third novelty to be mentloned was more
sturtling and barrowing than these. About
11 o'clock great cries were heard up in the
iafily circle, apd three or four clowns wers
seen siraggling nnd beluboring the prostrate
and apparently lifeless figure of & man. Every
one was startled at the cruelty of their conduot,
and the fecling was intensified to horror, when
they seized the unfortunate wretch, and tossing
him over the railing, hurled him to the door.
He struck with such s violent *thud” that he
burst open, sesttering his contents (8 bundle of
straw) upon the dresses of the peasant gicls and
pecresses, the Esquimsux snd the jolly Myn.
heors,

To recollect ull the ludicrous characters pre-
sented would be a matter of some difficulty.
Many who made the least attempt to be ridiou.
Jous in their “makeup” were the most so, s In
the case of a young lady whose slippers were &o
absurdiy small that “her leel kept s-rocking'
all through toe dunce. There is no better teld
for the study of homan nature, its follies and 18
foibies, than the mask ballvoom. In general,
too, there can be no better indication of the bent
of u person’s character than the style of dress
they select tor such occaslons,

Amid muoh that wus very funny and enter-
Ltaining by the hour,  there were someé charsg.
ters in bad taste, and some not anexceptioaable,
And there were oo painfully many, that exhi-
pited a woful paucity of originsl ides. The
impressible lackadaisical “Hamlets” were there,
with plumes, eaps, doublets, dnd immaculate
hose, displuying coatemptibly proportioned
calver, 1o each case, however, It was remarked
that the proprietors of the calves lost no oppor-
tunity of displaying them, or striking effoctive
attitudes, The consequential air of these
fellows were sickening. In  faet, the werl-
table Danlsh Prince wouldn't bave sought to cut
#uch a “swell,”

Among the daneers there was 61 least one little

mniden in jacket and pants; sud vice versa, there

was one very tall gentleman, with tralliag

skirts, snoque, poffs, ind waterfull, who took 'the °

#1100 of & diminotive gentlemun, snd with misc-
25 Bep, went simpering round in ihe sccopted

#tyle of {he Aawt ten, *Richard Swiveller” was at
the ball, v woedy looking ae ever—hils halr up-
kampt, s bosts nnpoliched, his panta too short
for fashiomable effect, his nose in radiant bloom,
and his hat, tall and battered, like & monlor
turret jud sfter o naval engagement, he but s
sorry figure. “Paul Pry," a demure Qankercss,
“Friar Tuck,” “Rebinson Crusoo,” a Brazmllan
ape, “Richard 111," & knight of Malta, an
Esquimaaux, were a few of the other characters
distingulshable among ihe Innumerable black
and wellow dominoes,

Buddenly the band, after & moment’s silonce,
burst forth inte the march from Norma, the
matley erowd sarged to and fro, and through
an alsle made open by the masqueraders retreat-
fng, & curions phenomenon in the history of cur-
mvals presented itsclf. From a curiously con-
striucted egg, which would rival the fabulons
roe’s eeg in Sinbal, there lssued an sssemblage
which would have delighted the eyes of Bulwer
Lytton if his *‘Renard the #ox" could have been
framed from deseription and not from imsgina-
tion. Springiog, as though from the ground,
the fox and wolf, the lion, Honess, and leéopard,
the tiger, panther, and Iamb, nss, sheep, and
gont, cat, dog, and chicken, with all the beasts
of the field, fowls of the air, if not fishes of the
gen, entered upon the floor.

The Babel of voioes was Jdeafening; all the
eneg. from the mewlng of the cat to the crowing
of the cock, were henrd, It seemed as though
the magie spell of midnight had effect, as tradi-
tion hns it; the volces of the denizens of the
forcst, and travsported Into the Academy, they
rivallod each other in calling on the moon.
Amid this geene of confuslon they formed them.
welves in procession. und led by a glant, dis-
guised in the grotesque dress ol the days of which
Ovid sang, proceeded to march around the
building, They were joined by & number of In-
dinns, mounted on Shetland ponics, who gal-
loped over the stage to the detriment of the
harmony of Birgfeld's Band, and the evident and
ill.concealed terror of the leaders, Three did
the curious cavalecade defile around the floor,
and finelly disappeared through the unique con-
tnvance by which they were admitled. The
entire ¢ffect of the episode wes most admirable.
It was devised with all the grotesque ingenuity
of the Germans, aad excouted with the skill and
snccess ol those whose interest wua entirely
centred in making it o triumph,

S0 much for the Mwnnerchor masked ball, It
was throughout a pratifying sucexsa, No un-
seemiy mciden® marred its pleasures; no Iack of
intercst was divcernible at any time in the cven-
ing; aond all who were present, or participatod
In uny way, were evidently well pleased,
